North High Colors from 1892 

Following the time-honored tradition, students owned North gear, 
everything from t-shirts to sweat pants, from jackets to hoodies, from 
sports caps to peel-off stickers, from bumper stickers to plastic 
mugs, all in North High colors: 

Green and Pink 

The colors were established in 1892. According to North's history 
reported in The Des Moines Register, North's first principal, Ms. 
Louise Patterson, recommended the two colors, and they were 
adopted two years later. She looked out her office window, saw the 
crabapple tree in bloom and suggested pink (for the flowers) and 
green (for the leaves). 

Over the years, white and black (and sometimes gray) were added 
as accent colors, which makes for a wider selection of color 
combinations for North gear.

History of North in little-known facts 

In 1988, Des Moines had only two school districts - the West Des Moines School 
District and the North Des Moines School District. 

North High School was founded in 1889 at the Forest Home Building. After a merger 
in 1896. the school was moved to College Avenue and 8th Street. North moved to its 
current location in 1956. The building was remodeled in 1962; an addition was added 
in 1972; and the most recent improvements boast both an addition and remodeling. 

The school has survived three floods, small fires, threats of a merger with Technical 
High School, and threats of closing. 

North has had more female principals than any other high school in Des Moines. 

The auditorium was renamed for former principal. Dr. Joan Roberts. 

The stadium is named for John R. Grubb, North s benefactor. 

And the street at the south end of the stadium was renamed Polar Bear Way.

geothermal heating and cooling system. 

New additions to the building included an elevator, 
wireless Internet, an expanded lobby, and a new 
main office. One of the front parking lots was 
resurfaced, with the other front lot to be resurfaced at 
the end of the school year. Cool air and warm air 
circulated in each room via one or two units that kept 
the temperature controlled throughout the building. 
North's energy consumption went down dramatically.! 

While room displacements were the name of the I 
game last year, most of the work for this year took 
place without disturbing students and/or in areas not 
even used by students. The new sod on the west 
side of the building covered up the underground 
geothermal system. The wiring system was tweaked, 
so that the wireless Internet access became the 
standard in each classroom, just in time for the 
rollout of student laptops mid-October. Pillars, walls, 
and doors were painted a matching green. And the 
PA system was fully functional by spring.

Iorlh became the largest 1:1 computer school in 
Iowa. Thanks to Student Improvement Grant money, 
each student got the use of a laptop computer, an 
Apple MacBook, for the school year. 

Students were required to pay for insurance that 
would cover theft or damage, minus the deductable. 
Students had the choice of paying a $50 technology 
fee ($25 for students on free and reduced lunch) or 
doing 15 hours of community service, with those 
forms due by October 11 to Chase Young. 


Students had to attend two hours of instruction with 
a parent to get the laptop. On fall conference days. 
Wednesday, October 12, and Thursday, October 14, 
students and parents showed up at staggered 
appointed times to navigate five stations of 
Computer Roll-out, to learn Internet safety, to start 
an email account, and to understand the basics of 
computer operation. Parents were encouraged to 
use the laptop as well, since students had to take 
their computers home each night rather than store 
them in lockers.

Students who missed Computer Roll-out could get 

their computers by appointment only. 


The laptops came with a carrying case, which 
students were required to use. The bags had a side 
pocket for the student ID. Students were, however, 
allowed to customize the look of their laptops by 
purchasing gel covers or hard covers. They could 
not place stickers or anything permanent on the 
computer, and any cover placed on the laptop had 
to reveal the student identification. 

Students were directed to never leave the computer 
unattended in the school, classroom, hallway, bus, 
or car. Mr. Mike Lucht, Technology Director at North, 
cautioned students, "Always know where your 
laptop is! Take it home each night."

With an official welcome, parents and 
students were introduced to the policies 
and procedures of computer 
maintenance and care by watching three 
podcasts. Each family received a 
registration card to complete. 

Station 3: Computer Pick-Up 
Location: Tech Room in the Main Office 

Each student presented the new ID to Mr. 
Mike Lucht or Ms. Amanda Dvorak to 
receive his/her new computer. 

Station 4: Computer Registration 
Location: Cafeteria 

Families watched a podcast that guided 
students through computer registration 
and two “pushes” out to the computer, 
which caused the computer to reboot. A 
district tech person checked that all were 
registered and had installed the pushes. 
Station 5: Student and Parent Emails 
Location: Room 1323 - Sewing Room 

Students were issued specific email 
accounts and watched a podcast to learn 
what email is and how to use it. Parents 
learned how to sign up for Gmail 
accounts if they did not have an email 
already. 

Conferences: Gym 

Students picked up grade reports, and 
families proceeded to department tables 
if they had questions. 
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Ir. Mike Lucht or his colleague, Ms. Amanda 
Dvorak, issued students loaners when a mal¬ 
functioning computer was in for repairs or re¬ 
imaging. 

The MacBooks were filtered both at school and at 
home. Because the computers belong to the school, 
CIPA (Children's Internet Protection Act) guidelines 
had to be followed. Students were not allowed to 
download games or any other software, but they 
were allowed to connect to home printers. School 
software blocked inappropriate sites and also logged 
a history of every site that each user opened. 
Students who attempted to find inappropriate sites 
were directed to the Principal's Office. 

The Apple MacBooks used Mac OS X Leopard with 
the iLife and iWork software packages included. All 
students had a Google Education Apps email 
account and had access to the apps associated with 
that. 

In Advisories and class meetings, both before and 
after Roll-out, instruction centered around computers 
topics - from the procedures on how to get the 
computer on Roll-out days, to how to use Open 
Office, to the fines a student would be assessed for 
a defaced computer or a lost charger - some 
instruction given by YouTube videos. 

Immediately, students downloaded Open Office from 
Self Service on their computers. The applications 
were like programs they had used on PC's: 

Text = similar to Microsoft Word 
Spreadsheet = similar to Excel 
Presentation = similar to PowerPoint 
Drawing = similar to Paint 
Database = similar to Excel and Access 
Formula = similar to Calculatoribui more advanced)

Moodlelo Edmodo, from School Fusion to eChalk. 
Many used the NHS DropBox, where students 
Could get assignments from the Student Pickup 
folder and submit assignments to the appropriate 
block folder under the teacher's name. 

In classes where teachers were adopting new text 
books, the students no longer had to carry heavy 
books - the entire textbook was accessed online 
with a code. English I and II classes used new 
online books, as did psychology. In English II, 
students submitted essays that were evaluated 
within a minute, giving general feedback just like 
the face-to-face teacher in the classroom did. 
Students read the assignments online and could 
even press the audio button to have the passages 
read to them while they either followed along or did 
pushups or folded laundry at the same time. 

In the second semester, most students took the 
required core-curriculum Benchmark Tests online. 

Mid-May, students participated in Computer Roll-in, 
turning in the laptop for the summer for general 
maintenance, cleaning, and software installation.

In the second 
semester, Lucas McNichols, Victoria Wilson, Ingri Cabezas, and Glenna Whiteman even took Benchmark Tests 
on their computers. 
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Students and parents made a final stop in the gym to pick up report cards for the first 6-weeks grading period. One or 
two teachers represented their departments while the rest of the staff gave computer instruction at the five stations. 








































We students deserved a ^ look as we were greeted 
each morning at the new front doors by an administrator, 
usually our principal, Mr. Matt Smith. 

Some of us tried to sneak past wearing outlawed 
clothing -- pj bottoms, skirts and shorts shorter than the 
fingertips of hands held at the sides, muscle shirts, and 
plunging necklines. But rules were rules, and rules were 


enforced. 

The fashion pendulum swung the other way on dance 
nights as we young men dressed in tuxes and dress shirts 
with ties and we young women showed off new long or 
short dresses in soft pastels or dazzling bold colors.

Skateboarders at North represented all the grade levels -- with a wide range of skills 
from the timid beginner to the polished competitor -- from someone who has borrowed a 
board and doesn't even know where to start shopping, to those who have honed his or 
her skills for several years. 

All skaters had a different reason for picking up that first board. Some saw it in 
popular culture while others learned from their parents. Junior Josh Vertrees began 
skating at age 9 because his cousins did it. One day he picked up one of their boards, 
he got hooked, and ever since, he's been dedicated to the sport. 

Every skater has his or her own favorite brands. With several distribution companies 
and only a few skate shops in the Des Moines area, merchants have to carry many 
choices for boards, trucks, wheels, and bearings. Subsect Skateshop in the Des Moines 
East Village has fair prices and great products. In skating, the more something costs 
isn't really a sign of whether or not it's good: it's all about personal preference. 

Even though the kids at North who skate are somewhat of a minority, they have as 
much passion for skating as a football player does for his sport. “Whenever I feel mad, I 
just feel like skating. It's the only way to release those feelings. It's like my body's exit 
for frustration," said Aron Carr. “I love it.”

Founded in 1996, The Day of 
Silence has become the largest single 
student-led action towards creating 
safer schools for all, regardless of 
sexual orientation, gender identity, or 
gender expression. 

Now over 8,000 middle schools, 
high schools, colleges, and 
universities officially celebrate the day 
on April 20. Students at North marked 
this as their first year to participate.

Literacy Leader and Science Fiction teacher, Jeremiah Schwennen, 
sponsored the school-wide Day of Silence with the Gay-Straight 
Alliance, the organization he advised. 

The event at North paralleled others across the nation, both students 
and teachers celebrated the Day of Silence, a movement and national 
event led by students against anti-LGBT bullying and harassment in 
schools. Participants showed solidarity for students who have been 
silenced by the effects of bullying and harassment. 

The day officially started at 8:00 am. More students than Schwennen 
anticipated signed up for the event, and he quickly ran out of t-shirts. 
After 125 has signed up, he called a halt to those who wanted tape to 
cover their mouths and the promise of a t-shirt later in the week. 

While some could not keep their promise throughout the entire day, 
most were able to keep their commitment using the tape as a 
reminder. 


Morth hosted a new student whose family lived farther away than anyone else's 
at school: Rinora Jelliqi. Living with an American host family on nearby Clinton 
Street. Jelliqi. a foreign exchange student, hails from Prizren, Kosovo. 

Kosovo became a newly formed country in 2008. This small landlocked Eastern 
Europe country borders the Republic of Macedonia to the south, Albania to the 
west, and Montenegro to the northwest, with the remaining demarcation in 
controversy. 

Rinora came to North for her senior year but went back to Kosovo in order to 
finish high school and then go on to college. 

In her time here, she experienced the typical American teen life: she had a 
curfew with her host family: she had slumber parties; and she participated in sports 
and the arts. She enjoyed dances, went out on dates, and played video games. 

She celebrated her 18th birthday on February 16. She even experienced the 
temptations of Mr. Bibbs' French fries everyday for lunch during soccer season. 

Jelliqi had a full academic schedule to keep while doing all these extra-curricular 
things as well as participating in family events with her new American family. She 
took the two required senior classes, one college class, and a few of the basics. To 
most students, these are typical classes that were needed for graduation, but 
Jelliqi came to the US with just a basic understanding of English. She then had to 
learn English slang to converse with her peers. 

Jelliqi made friends and memories at her American high school. She hopes to 
come back to the US on a work or student visa in order to reconnect with

Good Morning, 

Today we are observing Patriots' Day and remembering the tragedy that struck our nation 10 years ago this Sunday. 

Several of you were asked what you remembered about the attack on 9/11, and most of you responded that you remember being in school and seeing how sad 
your teachers were and that many of the teachers cried. Many of you also stated that you watched the tragedy on TV at school. Most of you were only five to 
seven years old. 

One of our students was living in Africa with his parents and said that they listened in disbelief on a radio. 

Brandon Dylan, who is in today's Color Guard, said he would always remember because it was his birthday. He was 6 and said it was such a sad day. 

Katie Ashley, who is in formation as a squad leader, explained to her class that her sadness began when she got home that day and saw her mother crying. 
Katie’s aunt worked on the 26th floor of the World Trade Center and was missing. Katie’s aunt, along with over 2,900 others, did not survive the strikes against 
our country that day. Many were first responders -- over 300 policemen, fire and post authority personnel. 

Patriots' Day was first observed in honor of the battles of Lexington and Concord during the American Revolution. President Bush in 2002 signed into law a bill 
making this day a day to honor all who lost their lives during the 9/11 attack and also to so many for displaying heroism. He said we would continue to pursue 
peace and justice in the world and security at home.

he Marine Corps Junior Reserve Officers' Training Corps, better known by its acronym, MCJROTC, has been at North since 1979; before that, the 
program was located at Tech High School. The MCJROTC program taught leadership to young men and women, allowing them to have a better future. Most of 
the students in the program join a branch of the service after high school. 

The MCJROTC program consisted of Personal Training (P. T.), Drill, and Uniform Day every Thursday and Friday. Every MCJROTC class had a Class 
Commander, who inspected his or her class on Uniform Day. The Class Commander also personally trained the class with exercises in the school's pool room. 
Commanders and cadets believed that exercise and staying in shape is important. Alma Muniz, sophomore, who is in her second year in the program, agreed 
and said she would like to get into better shape before joining the Marines in a couple years. 

Freshman Christian Hazelbaker, new to MCJROTC this year, added that MCJROTC is important to him because it shows leadership and responsibility. He 
hopes to join a military branch in the future. 

In addition to the work at school, MCJROTC cadets went on a few field trips. Christian Hazelbaker remembered going to the Iowa State Capitol downtown for 
Veterans Day in November. Alma Muniz recalled the trip to the War Museum at Camp Dodge in October, where she got to see Marine history and artifacts. 
There the cadets went through an LRC reaction course. 

GySgt Michael Gettler summed up the program. “It is important to enlighten and to make young people better students, better role models, better citizens, and 
better leaders here at North High and hopefully for their future,” said Gettler, who has taught 11 years in the MCJROTC program and continues to enjoy 
teaching cadets. He was in the Marine Corps himself for 20 years.

Attention and At Ease 


I he MCJROTC uniform is camouflage. While a cadet is in uniform, he/she has specific formats for drills: attention and at ease. 

Attention is where the heels are together, feet are at a 45 degree angle, knees are slightly bent, fists are semi-clenched, thumbs are at the seam of 
trousers, stomach is in, chest is out, and head and eyes are straight forward. 

At ease is where the hands behind one's back while the left hand is holding the right. 

When the rank insignias are put on the uniform, they must be put on directly one inch from the edge of the collar. A cadet must not have any irish 
pennants, which are strings hanging off the uniform; that is not considered neat. Guys must always have a hair cut so that there is no hair by the ear; girls 
must always have hair up. No one can wear jewelry, and fingernails must be cut to an appropriate length. A cadet must overall look distinguished.

Inspiration and Recognition of Science and Technology) Tech Challenge, on Saturday, 
December 3, at Stilwell Junior High School, 1601 Vine Street, West Des Moines, beginning at 
8:00 AM. The team went through hardware inspection first, followed by a software inspection, 
and then judging. 

The second and final State of Iowa FTC Robotics Qualifier was supposed to be held in Blair.

At that competition, the North High Polar Technics finished 2nd overall in the qualifying 
matches. They won their semifinal round and then lost in the final. However, the team won the 
prestigious FTC Inspire Award, the highest award in the competition for the students' overall 
approach to the journey of building the robot, engineering notebook, team spirit, and community 
outreach.

bed by teachers Archie Cook and Mark Schmidt, Academic Decathlon team had its most successful year in 
a history of more than a decade of competition. The team led the pack of Des Moines schools and the rest of 
Central Iowa. 

Their season began with a scrimmage in November at Grand View University, where they placed 1st and 
2nd of four teams. North sponsored two teams for competition. The North teams took a majority of awards, 
including all but one of the top five for overall students. 

North next participated in competition at William Penn University, with teams taking 1st and 2nd place of five 
teams, along with every spot in the top five overall students and a large number of awards for both teams. 

At Regionals at Drake University, North placed first, edging out Johnston High for the second year in a row. 
North competed against twelve schools in Central Iowa in the large school category, earning 35 awards, 
including three individual overall awards. North's Team One also took first place in the public event, the Super 
Quiz Relay. 

After Regionals, the team advanced to State, where they had the largest increase of any school at the 
competition. They earned 15 medals, including one of the top 3 overall students in the Scholastic Division and 
placed 5th as a team, along with 3rd place in the Super Quiz Relay. 

Although North wasn't number one in the large schools, of the medium schools that competed, North had the 
highest score, so the Polar Bears earned the right to represent Iowa in the online-nationals competition for 
medium schools, where it placed 7th in the nation out of all the schools that competed in its division and 
earned six medals. Competing in the online national competition representing Iowa in the medium division on 
April 4 and April 27 heralded another first for North and the Des Moines Public Schools!

For his fourth year as a volunteer adviser, Mr. Victor Coleman 
advised the members of Brother 2 Brother. "While this year's group 
was smaller than in years before, they were a close-knit group who 
supported each other," he said. "I was pleased." 

Following the previous years' traditions, the young men dressed 
up once a week, some sporting dress shirts and ties, thus setting 
them apart from their peers. Colemon said that dressing up made 
that subtle difference in attitude and demeanor, making education 
seem a little more serious. 

A movie, two music albums, and books use this same title --

The national Brother to 
Brother, founded in 1990, opened up to all ethnicities, not just

We learned to navigate Moodle and Edmodo, and we 
saved our assignments created in Open Office text 
documents to Word documents and then put them in the 
NHS DropBox, where teachers picked them up for 
grading. Some of us read from new online textbooks. 

The newness never stopped: mid-year, we all got new 
emails (123456@student.dmschools.org), and in April we 
found our lesson plans on yet another new school Web 
site. 

Those of us with computer problems lined up outside 
Mr. Mike Lucht's office, perhaps getting a loaner until ours 
was functional again.

6 . Fold and then cut strips of colored tissue paper, 
gluing down one edge to the dried newspaper- 
covered balloons, leaving the opposite edge free.

More than books, the library has become the place to learn 
where to get a wealth of information from online sources. 

Librarian Anne Keenan, in her first year at North, explained that 
more and more students are browsing the online DM PS library 
program, Destiny, rather than walking up and down the shelves 
where the books were displayed. 

Using Destiny, students could find which books the Polar Bear 
Library owned and if a specific book was checked out. They 
could then reserve that book and be notified via email that the 
book was ready to be picked up. They could even reserve books 
from other DMPS schools. Students could keep a personal future 
reading list and even recommend books to friends. 

In addition, Destiny made writing an expository essay a 
breeze. Destiny's questions guided students through all the 
parts, from recommending sources to helping write a thesis 
statement to creating the Works Cited page. 

Destiny allowed students to have access to over 7,OCX) 
publications, whereas the library only subscribed to ten 
publications. All articles in Destiny had been checked for content 
and accuracy by teachers over the nation. 

After Keenan taught students about Destiny, she gave them 
the Web address and the password to access online databases 
and resources from Heartland AEA 11 so that students could use 
many different types of sources, including, among others, these: 
AP Images: over 7 million primary-source photos 
iCLIPART for Schools: almost 8 million photos, clipart, fonts, 
animations, and sounds for multimedia presentations. 
netTrekker: database of reviewed Web sites. 

NovelList Plus: reader's advisory took for fiction and nonfiction. 
SIRS Issues Researcher: sources for the major issues for 
today. 

Soundzabound Royalty Free Music: free audio for videos, 
podcasts, and other multimedia. 

Teaching Books.net: interview with writers, artists, and 
illustrators, including study guides and audio books. 

Teen Health & Wellness, Real Life, Real Answers: database 
for topics from nutrition to bullying. 

Britannica Digital Learning: online encyclopedia; atlas; 
timelines; dictionary; news; info in other languages; current and 
historical statistics on countries; vocabulary builders; etc.
